50 Israelis arrested 


in Ramallah protest

The army used tear gas yesierday 
for the first time to disperse a 
demonstration of Israelis on the 
West Bank. Fifty Israelis 
demonstrating in Ramallah against 
the closure of Bir Zeit University 
and the use of collective punish- 
ments in the territories were ar- 
rested. 

MK Shulamil Aloni last nighi 
contacted the military authorities in 
a bid to get them released. The SO 
were told they would be held in the 
lockup for two days, until the in- 
vestigation of their role in the 
demonstration is concluded. 

Scores of Ramallah residents, 
who watched the demonstration, 
were also arrested and severely 
beaten, according to eye-witnesses. 

Yesterday morning, about 200 
Israelis, mostly students and lec- 
turers, gathered in Ramallah's main 
square to protest against the closure 
of Bir Zeit until January 4, and the 
demolition of houses as punish- 
ments. The protest was organized 
by the Committee for Solidarity 
with Bir Zeit, which has organized a 
number of demonstrations since .the 
university’s closure. 

About 100 demonstrators stood in 
tjie centre of Ramallah bearing a 


placard that read: “End the oc- 
cupation! Open Bir Zeit!" Another 
100 distributed pamphlets in 
Hebrew and Arabic. 

About 15 minutes after the 
demonstration began at noon, an 
army patrol arrived and began firing 
tear gas canisters at the 
demonstrators. Spokesmen for the 
demonstrators, Reuven Kaminer 
and Dan Leor, said that the 
demonstrators were not asked to 
disperse nor warned before the fir- 
ing began. 


The demonstrators fled into side 
streets and were followed by 
soldiers who arrested 50 of them*. 
Among those arrested were Dr. Avi 
Oz, Dr. Yitzhak Laor, Dr. Benz ion 
Munitz, Dr. Judd 


The military authorities claim 
that the demonstrators were inciting 
violence and threw a bottle. Both 
claims are denied by the 
demonstrators. 


Late last night. Prof. Dani Am it 
and Dr. Ruth Gavison of the 
Hebrew University were in Ramal- 
lah, working for the demonstrators’ 
release. The authorities were willing 
to release a few last night, but these 
detained said they would leave only 
if all those arrested were released.

Elderly woman stabbed in robbery 


. An 80-year-old Jerusalem woman 
was stabbed and an elderly Tel Aviv 
couple was beaten in two violent 
robberies. The Jerusalen woman is 
hospitalized in critical condition:

Neighbours told police that two 
men entered the old woman's 
Mahaneb Yehuda apartment on 
Friday afternoon. When they failed 
to come out, a neighbour went to in- 
vestigate. As he entered her flat, the 
two men burst out. 

The neighbour gave chase and 
caught one of the men. but his 
partner rushed up and stabbed the 
neighbour in the back. The two ran 
off, but the man pursued them and 
saw them meet with a third ac- 
complice before they escaped in the 


crowd. 

Police found the woman bleeding 
from multiple stab wounds to her 
head. She was rushed to Hadassah 
Hospital in Em Karem where she 
underwent several operations. 

In Tel Aviv yesterday, two 
masked men climbed inLo the 
ground floor apartment of a sleep- 
ing elderly couple through an open 
bathroom window and' terrorized 
them while they searched for jewels. 
“If you resist or scream we'll 
slaughter you," the robbers told the 
couple. 

One of the robbers sat on the hus- 
band’s chest as his accomplice used 
sewing shears to cut eight bracelets 
off the woman’s wrist.

certain conditions. These were that 
the three shafts into the graves be 
left intact and hollow, that each be' 
given a concrete cover or “hat" 
through' which a 4-inch pipe should 
be run connecting the air in the 
shjtft with the air above the “hat," 
and that a pocket of air be left 
between the hat and the new mikva s 
floor. New. foundation, pillars, he 
said, should be sunk elsewhere. 

A clearly outraged Goren, 
visiting the site on- Friday, ordered 
an immediate stop to the work. 
“This .is unthinkable,. unbelievable. 
How can we allow a mikva tahara (a 
bath for purification) to be built 
alop~ a mekom turn a (site of. un- 
cleanliness)?” 


Stooping to pick up a loose bone 
here and there, and placing H in a 
rubber bucket between sentences, 
Goren said: “I feel in my heart these 
bones are of Jews.

Haig induces Shamir 
to delay ‘No’ to Europe

WASHINGTON. — Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig appears 
to have averted, at least for the 
time being, a rejection by 
Jerusalem of West European 
participation in the Sinai 
Multinational Force and 
Observers arrangement. 

U.S. and Israel officials also dis- 
closed yesterday that a visiting team 
of Israel defence officials has nar- 
rowed the gap somewhat with their 
Pentagon counterparts in drafting a 
memorandum of understanding on 
strategic cooperation. 

That memorandum is scheduled 
to be signed here tomorrow by 
Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger and Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon. The latter is awaiting 
final authorization for his visit at to- 
day’s cabinet session. 

The Americans, according to 
reliable sources, have indicated a 
willingness to expand their strategic 
cooperation with Israel in certain 
areas, although they remain reluc- 
tant to go anywhere as far as 
Jerusalem would like. 

During e marathon seven-hour 
bargaining session with- Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir on Friday. 
Haig is said to have successfully 
convinced his visitor to recommend, 
against a formal rejection of the 
European participation in the 
MFO. 

Washington, this past week, has 
strongly appealed to Israel to go 
along with the British. French, 


in the peace process. 

Shamir and his aides, arrived in 
Washington on Thursday evening 
with a draft statement which they 
hoped the U.S. and the Europeans 
would accept. That statement reaf- 
firmed that ihe Camp David ac- 
cords were the only path towards, a 
negotiated settlement. In effect, it 
negated the Europeans' own state- 
mention the Middle East approved 
last year in Venice. 

But during the early rounds of 
Friday's negotiations, Haig in- 
formed Shamir that the Europeans 
were certain to reject the original 
Israel draft. Two new drafts were 
subsequently worked on — with a 
somewhat watered down document 
being taken by -Shamir to today's 
cabinet meeting. 

Underscoring the urgency of the 
deliberations, Shamir had to fly via 
Europe on Shabbat in order to get 
back to Jerusalem in time for to- 
day's meeting. 

“There are prospects that w e will 
agree on some proposals,” Shamir' 
told an informal press conference 
on Friday following the meeting. 
Haig, smiling broadly, stood 
alongside in the Slate Department's 
lobby. 

“1 will bring several ideas to the 
meeting of our cabinet, and our 
cabinet will decide," Shamir added. 
The meetings had been scheduled 
only for four hours, but dragged 
into the Jate afternoon. 

Haig, too,' refused to offer 
specific details of the session which 
he merely called “very extensive... 
very constructive and valuable.”

Cabinet to consider 
U.S. proposal on MFO 


Port Diplomatic Corresponds! 

The cabinet today is to consider-a 
proposal for a U.S.-lsrael joint 
statement on the Sinai peacekeep- 
ing force. The statement, ham- 
mered out in long hours of talks 
between U.S. Secretary of Stale 
Alexander Haig and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir on Friday, 
is intended to counterbalance state- 
ments made by the four European 
would-be participants in the force 
last week — statements which Israel 
found unacceptable. 

Returning home last night from 
his sudden trip to Washington at 
Haig’s invitation, Shamir termed 
the proposal ”a compromise” but 
carefully refused to say whether he 
would recommend its acceptance. 

But the impression he gave, at a 
Ben-Gurion Airport press con- 
ference, was that he would favour at 
least deferring a decision to reject 
outright the Europeans’ participa- 
tion. Such a decision seemed likely 
last week, but now, Shamir said. 
“There are some elements which 
have made the situation easier.” 

To an overwhelming degree the 
cabinet’s decision will depend on 
the stand taken by Premier 
Menachem Begin himself. During 
last week, in the wake of the public 
statements by Britain. France, Hol- 
land and Italy linking their 
proposed participation in the Sinai 
force to their pro-Palestinian 
policies. Begin was adamant in op- 
posing that participation. He said 
openly that he would recommend to 
the cabinet that they be rejected. 

Even yesterday, according to in- 
formed sources, Begin' remained 
negative — but now his position was 
subject to modification, depending 
on the ideas Shamir brought back 
with him. 

If the cabinet accepts the idea of 
a U.S.-lsrael joint statement, Haig 
will presumably seek to prevail 
upon the Europeans not to issue any 
public rejoinder. In this way Israel 
will be able to maintain that the 
joint statement, which will 
doubtless reiterate that Camp 
David and the peace treaty are the 
sole bases of the Sinai force, is the 
last and binding word on the sub- 


PLO: Red Cross visits 
Israeli prisoner 

Jerusalem Port Staff 
Representatives from the 
Geneva-based International Red 
Cross yesterday visited an Israeli 
prisoner held by the PLO in Beirut, 
the Palestine news agency WAFA 
said. 

The Israeli prisoner was iden- 
tified as Mordechai Drori whom the 
Palestinians say was captured dur- 
ing fighting with Israeli forces last 
July in South Lebanon. 

In Tel Aviv last night, the army 
spokesman's office said that Drori 
was not a soldier, but a mentally 


ject. The Europeans wiU say nothing 
publicly — - but they of course have 
already expressed their positions in 
their public statements last week. 

Shamir made a point of stressing 
last night that the Sinai force could 
and would be established with or 
without the participation of the- 
Europeans, and would be able to ac- 
complish its mi5ssion as required 
under the peace treaty. Their non- 
participation would be no tragedy. 
Shamir.noted. 

Both Haig and Egypt’s Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali made 
the same point publicly yesterday, 
emphasizing that the force could be 
set up without the Europeans. Apart 
from the U.S. itself, Colombia. Fiji 
and Uruguay have undertaken lo 
send contingents. Australia and 
New Zealand, .on the other hand, 
have made their participation con- 
ditional on Israel's acceptance of 
the four Europeans. 

The cabinet is also due to decide 
in its hospital ward session today 
whether to send Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon to Washington today 
to conclude negotiations on a 
strategic cooperation accord. 

Shamir and Haig discussed the 
subject during their marathon talks 
on Friday, but Shamir said they had 
spoken “in general terms.” An 
Israeli military delegation led by 
Aluf Avraham Tamir was holding 
talks throughout the weekend at ihe 
Pentagon, and Jerusalem was 
waiting last night for their final 
report before the key cabinet 
meeting. 

Informed sources expressed op- 
timism last night that these negotia- 
tions would indeed end successfully 
this week, with the U.S. pledging a 
broad enough framework of 
strategic cooperation to meet 
Israel's minimum hopes. 

Until now Israel has been dis- 
satisfied with the scope of the 
cooperation offered by the Pen- 
tagon: air- and sea-exercises and 
some intelligence-sharing. Bui there 
have been no signs from 
Washington that the U.S. is ready to 
think in terms of keeping large 
quantities of U.S. heavy weapons on 
Israeli soil, as Israel would like. 

If the cabinet approves Sharon's 
trip,, the Defence Minister will 
emplane immediately, by special 
flight, for a European destination — 
where he will catch a scheduled air- 
liner to America. H,»is due to meet 
Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger for (he signing of the 
strategic coordination accord in the 
Pentagon in Washington tomorrow. 


Haig said he and Shamir also dis- 
cussed other issues, including ihe- 
si tuation in Lebanon, the strategic 
cooperation pact and “the overall 
peace process.’* 

In addition, officials said, they 
had a full discussion on the aborted - 
Arab League summit in Fez. and 
the Saudi “peace plan.” 

Haig confirmed that he was con- 
sidering a stopover in Israel and 
possibly other Middle Eastern 
countries on his way to India and 
Pakistan in December. 

Haig and Shamir opened their 
talks with a brief private session. 
Later, they were joined by their top 
aides, including counsellor Robert 
McFariane. assistant secretary for 
Near Eastern affairs Nicholas 
Veliotes and deputy assistant 
secretary Morris Draper, on ihe 
U.S. side, and Foreign Ministry 
deputy director-general Hunan Bar- 
On, Ambassador Ephraim E\ron 
and legal advisrer Eli Rubinstein, on 
the Israeli side. 

In reviewing the overall political 
situation in Israel. Shamir sought to 
underscore what he said was u 
national consensus against the 
European statements by referring to 
a recent editorial in The Jerusalem 
Post which criticized the Europeans 
os well os the Reagan administra- 
tion. 

According to sources close to thc 
discussions, Haig pointedly referred 
to what he said was Israel's increas- 
ing isolation in the world and its 
erosion of political support in the 
U.S., even in Congress. The 
secretary reportedly said he was 
worried about this. An Israeli rejec- 
tion of the European role would be 
hard for American public opinion to 
accept, he said. 

He also warned that President 
Ronald Reagan's own personal 
prestige was now involved — an im- 
portant consideration for the Israel 
Cabinet. 

The Americans clearly were dis- 
appointed by the abrupt breakup of 
the Fez summit, concerned that 
Saudi Arabia might- now-: ret real 
back to its traditionally lower 
political profile in inter-Arab aff- 
airs. 

They pointed out that ihe col- 
lapse of the summit underlined whm 
Washington had been saying for 
some time — that the Saudis are 
moderate when compared to the re- 
ject ionist elements in the A rah 
world. 

Israel officials, in reply, pointed 
out that the Saudis were impotent in 
the internal struggles of the Arab 
world, and that Washington was 
making a major error in relying so 
heavily on the Saudis for influence 
in the region. 


Burg blasts Shamir 
for violating Sabbath

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
(National Religious Parly) hit out 
last night at his senior cabinet col- 
league Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir for desecrating the Sabbath 
on his return from his trip to 
Washington. 

“This was a blatant deviation 
from the declared policy and al- 
titude of the Begin government.” 
Burg said. “That altitude found 
vivid' expression at president 
(Anwar) Sadat's funeral.”

Weimar Republic 
singing star dies 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Loile 
Lenya, a musical star of the Weimar 
Republic who later won fame in the 
U.S. singing the music of her hus- 
band, the late composer Kurt Weill, 
died here on Friday at the age of # l . 

Lenya first achieved fame in 1928 
when she appeared in the original 
production of Weill’s and Bertolt 
Brecht's The Threepenny Opera. She 
played the prostitute Jenny, sym- 
bolizing for many the toughness and 
spirit of popular culture in the 
Weimar Republic. 

The production ran for five years 
in Berlin until the Nazis came to 
power in 1933. Lenya and Weill 
then moved to the U.S. where 
among the music he composed for 
her was a drama ballet scripted by 
Brecht called The Seven ■ Deadly 
Sins.

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Dozens of shells found 
after amitio-dump fire

HAIFA. — Dozens of unexploded 
shells scattered by Thursday's fire at 
an army ammunition dump in the 
Haifa suburb of Kiryat Haim, were 
safely recovered by police and army 
sappers over the weekend. 

The shells all fell within a radius 
of about one kilometre of the dump 
and none fell m the city of Haifa, 
ten kms. away, as reported/in Fri- 
day's Jerusalem Post. 

The shells caused heavy damage 
to a few small industrial plants in 
the immediate vicinity of the dump, 
and slightly damaged about 45 ad- 
ditional factories farther away. The 
damage was estimated at several 
million shekels. 

Except for some shattered win- 
dows in houses near the dump, no 
damage was caused to residential 
property. 

The unexploded shells were 
retrieved by search parties. Some 
were located by citizens after warn- 
ings were broadcast to look out for 
suspicious looking objects. 


An IDF board of inquiry has 
reportedly stalled Investigating the 
fire, believed to have started when a 
smoke grenade a soldier at the 
dump was handling burst into 
flames in his hands. He reportedly 
threw rt away to avoid injury mid it 
landed in nearby brush, setting it 
alight. 

Soldiers reportedly fetched two 
fire extinguishers but neither 
worked. The fire then spread to the 
dump where shells started ex- 
ploding in the intense heat. 

Army regulations require fire ex- 
tinguish era in sensitive installations 
to be checked regularly. The in- 
quiry board no doubt will attempt to 
establish why this apparently had 
not been done at ihe ammunition 
dump. 

Haifa Mayor Arye Gurel cabled 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon on 
Friday, demanding the quick 
removal of all military camps in the 
city. "We have time and again 
pointed out the danger of having 
military equipment so close to 
densely populated civilian areas," 
the cable said. 


Alligator in Kiimeret a fishy tale

HAMAT GADER. — A head count yesterday of the Hamat Gader 
alligator farm's population showed ail 1 19 alligators accounted for. 
disproving a rumour began on Friday when a fisherman claimed he 
had hooked an alligator in Lake Kinneret. 

The fisherman, an unidentified American tourist, created a local 
furore with his report and revived rumours and speculations as to the 
ability of the Hamat Gader alligators to escape, if they could climb 
from their concrete pens, walk over several kilometres of rocky 
ground to the Yarmuk River and swim over its falls some 15 km. to its 
junction with the Jordan River, they would still have to swim up- 
stream another 10 km. or so to reach the Kinneret. 

Such a possibility was ridiculed b> Shiomi Ranot. general manager 
of the Hamat Gader Hoi Springs, which include the alligator farm. 
AH 119 surviving alligators of the 120 brought here from the U.S. in 
August were counted as they sunned themselves yesterday. One baby 
alligator has died and has been stuffed and put on exhibit. Ranot said. 

Following the tourist fisherman’s alligator story, Tiberias fisher- 
men reported seeing “enormous snakes" in the lake on Friday. A 
spokesman for the Jordan Valley District Council treated both stories 
as attempts to vilify the Kinneret. “First it was sewage stories, then 
alligators and now snakes," he said. 


Four Jews let out of Argentine jails

NEW YORK. — Signs that the 
Argentine government is ac- 
celerating .its prisoner release 
programme were underscored by 
the release of four Jews from jails in 
recent weeks, according to officials 
of the B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League in New York. 

Those liberated after being held 
for years without being charged are 
Deborah Benshoam, now 20. 
imprisoned at age 16; Raul Oscar 
Nudler, a science student jailed in 
1974; Pablo Limovsky, a 
mathematician held for three years: 
and Jorge Gustavo Salischiker. a 
lithographer held for two years after 
completion of a jail sentence. 

Revealing their release last week. 
Abraham Foxman, ADL associate 


national director, said that ac 
cording to ADL information, the 
Argentine authorities are “register- 
ing some achievements moving 
towards the restoration of con 
stitutional rights.’* 

In an attempt to pressure the 
Argentine government to release 
other Jewish and non-Jewish 
prisoners, the ADL has initiated an 
“Argentine Prisoner Project,’* 
which publishes pamphlets with the 
names and relevant data on- ad- 
ditional - Jewish ■ prisoners and m- 
dividuals who have vanished 
without a trace. 

The ADL estimates the number 
of uncharged prisoners who are still 
held at about 800. while the number 
of “the disappeared” is estimated at 
over 15,000. A large percentage of 
both groups is Jews. 


Arab intellectuals bolt Rakah-led body

NAZARETH. — A group of 77 Arab 
intellectuals yesterday broke away 
from the Arab Academics 
Organization here, leaving only the 
Rakah (Communist) members, who 
made up two-thirds of the body. 

The dissidents explained they had 
broken away because Rakah dic- 
tates the political line of the 
organization. They also complained 
that the Communist leadership of 
the city devotes too much time to 
propaganda and noL enough lime or 
energy to municipal affairs. 


The organization’s elections, 
which were supposed to be held 
yesterday, were called off. 

The organization was set up by 
over 200 Arab intellectuals six years 
ago and served as the political 
backbone oT the Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality ( Rakah 1 list 
which ousted the Labour Parly from 
the municipality several years ago. 

Members of the breakaway group 
opposed the recent municipal strike 
initiated by Rakah members of the 
city council. 

Among those who resigned are 
Kamel E-Daher. a former deputy 
mavor of Nazareth.

municipality, Prazol and Zoltr to 
fight over, “it is of no archeological 
interest.” said Yisrael Cohen. 
Ministry spokesman, speaking for 
the Antiquities Division. The divi- 
sion's Jerusalem district inspector. 
Amos K no Her, who cursorily in- 
spected the three shafts a fortnight 
ago, reportedly told senior ministry 
officials on Friday that the cistern 
and the bones were from “Byzan- 
tine or Persian times." 

But an archeologist who has in- 
spected the site, the potsherds in the 
area and the bones themselves, 
claims that they are “likely to have 
been from the Roman or Byzantine 
periods, and possible of Jews from 
the First Revolt (66-73CE) against 
Rome. 

“The bones had clearly been 
brought from elsewhere to this mass 
grave," said the source, pointing to 
the Old City's northern wall, about 
150 metres away. 

Yosef Aviram, one of the 
country's leading archeologists and 
secretary of the Israel Exploration 
Society, said “1 have not yet in- 
spected the site, but from what l 
have heard, it sounds like a 
remarkable discovery." 

"It is a dramatic discovery. If it 
has any connection with the First 
Revolt, then it is a very, very impor- 
tant find," said another leading 
archeologist, who preferred not to 
give his name. “In any enlightened 
country, the whole site would have 
already been sealed off to allow 
archeologists and anthropologists to 
thoroughly examine everything. But 


the Antiquities (Division) decision 
is symptomatic of the situation since 
the City of David crisis. They are 
afraid of offending the religious.” 

One archeologist point out that 
right now, contractors building Beil 
Holanach (Bible House) opposite 
the Jerusalem railway station are 
“destroying Second Temple cave 
tombs." 

But making common cause with 
the archeologists. Goren on Friday- 
said he would “very much like 
anthropologists and archeologists to 
examine the site and the bones to 
determine their age. I don’t reject 
science," he said, hopeful that such 
an examination might prove the 
bones to date from the First Revolt 
He said he would agree to examina- 
tions, “but without destroying or 
removing the bones. 

“If it is found that the bones are 
from the First Revolt period, and 
we become reasonably sure that 
they are of Jews, then they must be 
given a state burial,” said the chief 
rabbi. Goren conjectured that the 
remains were of Jewish warriors 
who perished when the city and the 
Temple were put to the -torch by- 
Titus' legions in 70 CE. 

Goren and an official of the rab- 
binate’s Atra Kadisha, in charge of 
preserving Jewish cemeteries in 
Israel, on Friday fulfilled the mitzvu 
of likud aizamot. placing teeth and 
bones and skull fragments in one of 
the black rubber buckets being used 
by the labourers.

E. TIem daily to court on closure 


The editor of the East Jerusalem 
daily Al-Fajr applied to the, High 
Court of Justice on Friday to issue 
an order, nisi against the Interior 
Ministry, which last week ordered 
the paper dosed for a month..

NEW YORK (AP). — Given the

Jewish state should pamper universities

The chairman pf the Council of 
Higher Education's key planning 
and budgets committee. Prof. Haim 
Harari, said last week that in the 
past eight years Israel's universities, 
in line with Treasury directives, had 
reduced their manpower. "But the 
government ministries, ignoring 
these directives, have during this 
period increased their own man- 
power.” 

Harari, speaking at a joint 
meeting of the outgoing and incom- 
. ing members of the council in the 
president’s residence in Jerusalem, 
said that "perhaps in the Jewish 
state the sciences and universities 
should have been pampered by the 
state. But they haven't teen.” 

Harari warned against a "new 
style or tone” among the public and 
Knesset members regarding the un- 
iversities. “We now hear this or that 
Knesset member say that hie takes 
offence at this or that action fay a 
given professor and then asks the 
government to cut the budget of 
that professor's university. This is a 
dangerous way of thinking and 
threatens the universities* in- 
dependence." Harari, in this 
connection, mentioned recent 
threats made against the Hebrew 
University because some faculty 
members had volunteered to teach 
students of the West Bank's Bir Zeii 
University, closed a fortnight ago by 
the military government. 

Concerning yerida among Israeli 
scientists, Tel Aviv University 
physical chemist Prof. Joshua 
Jortner noted that of the 500 


physicists who have received doc- 
torates at Israeli universities in the 
past 18 years, only 18 per cent are 
currently abroad, "and some of 
these are not yordim." The remain- 
ing 82 per cent, said Jortner, are 
employed in research, teaching and 
industry in Israel. . 

But Jortner warned that in the 
past 10 years there has been no 
serious comprehensive national 
planning of the country's needs and 
investments in basic, as distinct 
from applied, research. He noted 
that during the past eight years, 
state investment in basic research 
has considerably declined. 

Prof. Harari predicted that by 
1987/88, Israel’s student community 
would number 70,000 (as compared 
with 60,000 today). He added: 
“Contrary to many reports, there is 
no surplus of academically trained 
personnel in the country. True. 2.- 
000 academically trained persons are 
looking for work. But this in no way 
indicates a surplus." Harari added 
that in those fields in which a sur- 
plus was about to emerge — such as 
in medicine and social work — the 
cou ncil has so planned development 
as to frustrate the production of a 
surplus. Some 10,000 persons 
graduate Israel's universities each 
year, he said. 

Harari also said that there is no 
need in the foreseeable future to es- 
tablish an additional university in 
Israel — "not one for the kibbut- 
zim, nor for the Histadrul. nor for 
the Arabs, nor for the Galilee or the 
Negev.” He added that there is also 
no need to set up new faculties in 


any of the existing universities, 
"though there is room for new 
courses and departments, such as in 
various types of administration, 
dentistry and veterinary medicine.” 

By 1995, Harari predicted, 
Israel’s universities would have 85- 
90,000 students. 

Shlomo Gazit, the new president 
of Ben-Gurion University in 
Beersheba and current chairman of 
the committee of the heads of- the 
universities, noted that while Israel 
ranks third in the world in per 
capita annual spending on defence 
— some S839 — as compared with 
less than $500 per capita annual 
defence spending by the U.S.. it 
ranks only 16th in per capita annual 
education outlays. "And all of the 
western countries and some Arab 
countries today precede us in per 
capita education outlay." 

President Yitzhak Navon urged 
Education Minister Zevulun Ham- 
mer, who also attended the session 
in his capacity as chairman of the 
Council for Higher Education, "not 
to give in" to the Treasury demands 
for spending cuts. “There must be 
no budget cuts in education," said 
Navon, as Hammer smiled weakly 
and nodded his head in silent assent: 

Navon also said that Hammer 
should not allow cuts in spending on 
so-called "informal education" 
programmes, such as adult educa- 
tion. 

Navon stressed that only 13-17 
per cent of Israel's university stu- 
dents are of Sephardi extraction and 
said that this remains a major wor- 
risome problem.

RISHON LEZION. — The smooth- 
skinned sabra described at a scien- 
tific meeting here last week is not a 
new breed of Israeli. It is a prickly- - 
pear that doesn't prick. 

A member of Beit Elazari, a 
moshav near here, discovered some 
time ago a wild cactus growing 
nearby. Both its leaves and fruit 
were almost free of spikes. He 
further noted that, when they 
pricked him, the spikes came out 
without trouble as they were 
needle-shaped, not spear-headed as 
in the norma] prickly pear. 

The discoverer. Ephraim • Slor. a 
member of the horticulture section 
of the Agriculture Research 
Organization, realized the pos- 
sibilities and developed the strain to 
have as few prickles as possible. 


At a study day for farmers. Slor 
disclosed that members of Beit 
Elazari. Bat Shlomo and Yavne had 
planted 20 dunams with the still- 
nameless fruit and were looking 
forward to commercial success with 
it. The leaf, he noted, is also edible. 
Raw, it tastes something like 
cucumber: cooked, it is like string 
beans. 

However, unlike the normal 
variety, the new sabra requires ir- 
rigation — about 150cm. per dunam 
per year. 

Export remains a problem as its 
shelf-life is today not more than 
four weeks from picking. 

At the study day, held in memory 
of Prof. Hanan Oppenheimer. the 
tamarillo was introduced.

High Court to rule on TA property

JEL AVIV. — The Tef Aviv 
municipality stands to lose property 
worth billions of shekels if the 
agreement made earlier this year 
between the city and the govern- 
ment to transfer lots and buildings 
to the government is carried out.

On eve of U.S.-Soviet talks 

Ceausescu appeals for 


arms pact in Geneva 


BUCHAREST, — Rumanian Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu yesterday 
said that he would urge'U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev to do 
“everything possible” to reach an 
arms limitation agreement at the 
talks opening in Geneva tomorrow. 

The Rumanian leader told a 
parliamentary session that he would 
make his appeal in personal letters 
to Reagan and Brezhnev. 

Ceausescu has termed Reagan's 
recent arms reduction proposals a 
‘‘positive” step, while all other 
Soviet bloc leaders condemned the 
initiative. 

Meanwhile, Soviet arms 
negotiator Yuli Kvilsinksy said 
yesterday that Moscow wants a 
radical reduction or even complete 
abolition of all medium-range 
nuclear weapons in Europe. 

The Soviet position clashed with 
Reagan's proposal to first eliminate 
all European-based intermediate 
range missiles before discussing 
other nuclear systems like bombers 
and submarines. 


Kvitsinsky, in Geneva for the 
U.S.-Soviet talks, said that Moscow 
has adopted “an honest and con- 
structive approach.” 


It aims, he said, at agreement “on 
radical reductions in medium-range 
nuclear .arms in Europe, If our 
partners in the talks display wil 
lingness to agree on the complete 
renunciation by both sides — the 
West and the East — of all types of 
medium-range nuclear arms in 
Europe, the Soviet Union will con 
cur," Kvitsinsky said. 

On November 18, Reagan offered 
to renounce deployment of 572 U .5 
medium-range missiles in Europe if 
Moscow dismantles its 630 SS-20, 
SS-5 and SS-4 nuclear rockets 
aimed at Western Europe. 

The U.S. currently has no 
intermediate-range missiles in 
Europe and deployment of the 572 
Cruise and Pershing 11 rockets is 
scheduled to start only at the end of 
1983. 

American officials have repeated- 
ly declared in past weeks that any 
negotiations on ali * Europe-based 
nuclear systems including British 
and French weapons must be 
preceded by agreement on U.S. and 
Soviet missiles because of 
Moscow's 630-lo-none advantage. 

Reagan has selected Paul Nitze, a 
veteran arms negotiator, to lead the 
U.S. delegation in Geneva.

ANKARA (UP!). — Two more 
persons wounded in a Teheran 
bomb explosion on Friday died of 
injuries yesterday. The 
revolutionary guards corps, 
meanwhile, blamed the attack on 
U.S. agents and on the Islamic lef- 
tist Mojahidin Khalq guerrillas 
see king Ayatollah Ruholluh 
Khomeini's downfall. 

Teheran Radio said that the 
death toll rose to four, and that 25 
others were injured in the blast., 
which took place as thousands of 
people were squatting across the 
main downtown street, offering Fri- 
day prayers. 

A guards spokesman said that the 
bomb was carried inside a 
Chevrolet station wagon, which was 


parked and blew up between a ma 
jor department store and a petrol 
station, damaging both buildings. 


The latest incident brought to 
seven the number of bomb victims 
in four days of violent dissident uc 
tivity in Teheran. 


Hadi Ghaffari, a parliament 
deputy, told the radio: “The 
hypocrites will not gain anything by 
indulging in fireworks. Even the 
U.S. was defeated in its confronta- 
tion with Iran. The hypocrites can- 
not do anything either,” he said. 

The “hypocrites'* — Mojahidin 
Khalq guerrillas — are led by their 
self-exiled leader, Massoud Rajavi. 
who heads a Paris-based national 
council of resistance. 


New Zealand’s PM barely re-elected 


WELLINGTON (UPI). - Prime 
Minister Robert Muldoon's 
National Party failed yesterday to 
capture a clear majority in New 
Zealand's parliamentary elections, 
leaving him hanging onto the 
cou'iitty's leadership' by a thread. 


With vote counting nearing com- 
pletion, National (Conservative) 
Party candidates had won 44 seals, 
the opposition Labour Party had 
captured 43 seats and the Social 


Credit Party took two places in the 
92-seat parliament. 

Muldoon's forces were expected 
to win in two other races and 
Labour was projected to win in the 
other contest outstanding, giving 
National 46 seats to Labour’s 44: 
if the National Party wins two of 
the undecided seats as projected, 
Muidoon will stay on as prime 
minister; but a coalition of Labour 
and SCP forces could have the same 
strength by voting as a bloc.

Social Democrats trounce 


ruling Tories in by-election 


CROSBY, England. — Shirley Wil- 
liams, co-founder of Britain's new 
Social Democratic Party, on Friday 
trounced the ruling Conservatives 
at a parliamentary by-election here, 
in. its most significant step yet to 
breaking this country's two-party- 
system. 


“The election of the first Social 
Democratic Party candidate ever in 
this country is the beginning of a 
great moment of history — an idea 
that has found its time,” Williams. 
51. told cheering supporters. 

In the biggest by-election reversal 
since World War II. Williams, a 
former Labour Party cabinet 
minister, overturned a previous 
19,272-vote Conservative majority, 
to win by 5.289 votes a district held 
by the Tories for 63 years. 

Running for Lhe new centrist al- 
liance of the eight-month-old SDP 
and the small Liberal Party, Wil- 
liams captured 49.1 per cent of the 
vote in this largely prosperous 


northwest England district, to. give 
the alliance its second parliamen- 
tary victory. 

Former prime minister Edward 
Heath said Friday he would not rule 
out joining a coalition government 
which included the SDP after the 
next general election. But he made 
clear he had no intentfon of joining 
the SDP. 

Voters deserted in droves both 
Prime Minister. Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservatives and 
Labour for the new centrist move- 
ment. 

The swing to the alliance away 
from the Conservatives was 25.5 per 
cent and from Labour 24.9 per cent. 

In the alliance's first parliamen- 
tary win October 22, Liberal Wil- 
liam Pitt took from the Conser- 
vatives a middle-class London dis- 
trict. Croydon Northwest. This fol- 
lowed an alliance near-win last 
summer at its first by-election bid in 
a working-class, heavily Labour dis- 
trict, Warrington. (AP, Reuter) 


Hundreds of corpses found 


in Salvador sugar field 


SAN SALVADOR. — Cane cutters 
have discovered hundreds of bodies 
dumped in sugar fields just south of 
the capital, including 15 persons kil- 
led recently. 

Human rights workers who 
visited the “El Ranchon” sugar 
plantation on Friday with several 
journalists began the task of iden- 
tifying the bodies, many now only- 
skeletons.

OAU, Chad reach accord 


on peacekeeping force 


NAIROBI (AP). — The Organiza- 
tion of African Unify and the Chad 
gqvernment reached agreement 
early yesterday on the operation of 
an inter-African peacekeeping 
force in war-torn Chad. They set 
December 1 7 as the date for. deploy- 
ment of all troops. 

The -agreement was reached fol- 
lowing more than five hours of talks 
among Chad ’ President Gbukouni 
Oueddi, . representatives of five 
African governments that- have 
promised to contribute troops, and 1 
top OAU officials. 

OAU assistant secretary -general 
Peter Onu said that the agreement, 
which was due to be signed later 
yesterday, sets .out. a role for the 
peacekeeping force,- similar to that - 
agreed upon by African heads of ; 
state at the last OAU summit in 
June. ■ \ ’ • . 

The agreement, . however,- gives 
the force two conflicting roles. It re- 
quires the troops “to abstain from 
interfering in the internal affairs of 


'the country'.’* But H also says; “This 
force will ensure . the defence and 
security of the country while 
awaiting the integration of the 
government. forces/' . 

The abrupt withdrawal of Libyan 
troops from most , of Chad, and -the 
resumption (tf. flghting by fprcea 
loyal to former defence minister 
Hissene Habra, have .put increased 
pressure on thc GAU to get the 
peacekeeping force into Chad.

Afghan rebels claim 28 


killed in Soviet air raids 


ISLAMABAD (UPI). — Soviet 
helicopter gunships.and jet fighters 
twice- this month bombed and 
strafed areas of Afghanistan's 
Ghazni and Kandahar provinces, 
killing 28 persons, including 22 
women and children Afghan 
resistance sources said on Friday. 

The sources also said L5 Soviet 
and Afghan government troops and 
three Afghan rebels died in clashes 
preceding the air attacks in the two 
provinces. There was no indepen- 
dent confirmation ef the reports. 


One of the air- raids followed a 
rebel, attack- in - Kandahar which 
prevented a government convoy 
from reaching its destination. The 
other. raid followed an attack .by- 
rebels on an army camp in Ghazni, 
from which they seized large.. quan- 
tities of food and weapons. 

At the UN on Friday, Pakistan 
complained to Secretary-Oeneral 
Kurt Waldheim that its airspace had 
been violated 23 times from the 
Afghanistan side between October 5 
and November 2.

LONDON (AP). — Eating carrots

provitamin A are dark-green leafy 


spinach may reduce the risk of lung provitamin 
cancer in men who smoke cigareV vegetables, carrots and some yellow- 
tes, a team of American researchers 


said in yesterday's edition of the 
weekly British medical journal 
Lancet. 


Professor Jeremiah Stamler, of 
North Western University, Chicago, 
said that he and his fellow 
researchers studied 2,107 men, aged 
40-55, over a 19-year period beginn- 
ing in 1957. They concluded that a 
diet “relatively high” in provitamin 
A, or carotene, “may reduce risk of 
cancer even among persons who 


and red fruits and vegetables. . 

The researchers examined the 
diet, health and other activities of' 
randomly selected workers at 
Western Electric Co. from October 
1957 to December 1958 and did -I 
follow-up studies over the next 19 
years. 

They found that most cases of 
cancer occurred among heavy 
smokers with a low carotene diet and 
that cancer was comparatively rare 
in heavy smokers who ate a lot of 
carotene. 


Mercenaries tried to infiltrate Seychelles 


VICTORIA. Seychelles. — Foreign mer- 
cenaries who attacked the Seychelles' main air- 
port on Wednesday evening were trying to in- 
filtrate into the country with their arms when an 
alert customs officer discovered them, airport 
employees said yesterday. 

Interviews by the official Seychelles news 
agency with airport police and customs officers 
on duty at the time of the incident — and subse- 
quently' taken hostage by the mercenaries — in- 
dicated that the men seized the airport terminal 
and control tower only after weapons were dis- 
covered in false-bottomed suitcases. 

An estimated 45 mercenaries, most of them 
from South Africa, flew into the airport at 
Pointc Larue on the main island of Mahe. 
aboard a scheduled Royal Swazi airlines twin- 
jet Fokker F-28. apparently as part of a bid to 
oust the Socialist government of this Indian 
Ocean archipelago. 

About 100 mercenaries altogether are 
believed to have taken part in the coup attempt. 
Forty-three hijacked a plane out of lhe 
Seychelles to South Africa. A Seychelles police 


spokesman said that eight white mercenaries 
have been captured and will be charged with 
high treason. About half of those that took part 
are believed to be at large on the island. 

A round-the-clock curfew declared on 
Thursday was lifted for three hours yesterday lo 
allow residents to make purchases. 

The spokesman said yesterday that rumours 
of an off-shore oil strike may have led to the 
bungled coup attempt by the mercenaries, who 
were allegedly financed by American and South 
African business interests. 

But the South African government has 
denied that it was involved. “I can tell you 
most categorically that the South African 
government was not involved in the plot,” 
Police Minister Louis (e Grange said. 

South African authorities said that the 43 
mercenaries who hijacked an .Air India jet to 
Durban. South Africa, after the coup attempt 
would be charged with air piracy, which carries 
u maximum penalty of 30 years imprisonment. 

Legendary Congo mercenary Col. Michael 
“Mad Mike" Hoare was allegedly among the 


mercenaries detained. The 62-year-old, Irish- 
born Hoare. who lives hi Durban, led a group 
of mercenaries that helped rescue nearly 2,000 
while hostages and install Mobutu SeseSeko as 
■ president of Zaire during an 1 8- month cam- 
paign in the then-Congo in 1964-65. 

Meanwhile, the 59 passengers and crew of 
the hijacked Air India jet reached Bombay 
yesterday, some 50 hours behind schedule. 

The jet was on a Salisbury, Zimbabwe-to- 
Bombay run when it made a scheduled landing 
on Thursday morning in the Seychelles — in the 
middle of the coup attempt. Mercenaries or- 
dered the plane to' Durban where they freed 
their hostages and surrendered to authorities. 

In Dar-es-SaJaam. , Tanzanian ' President 
Julius Nycrcre has galled on the international 
community to demund that South Africa hand 
■ over to the Seychelles mercenaries involved in 
the abortive attempt. 

Tanzanian troops trained the Seychelles 
army and one company of approximately 100 
vTunzaniun soldiers remains On the islunds.

Ayatollah KHOMEINI 


Iran’s indispensable madman 


RECENT Western rumours about 
the Ayatollah Khomeini's coming 
retirement manifest a -continuing 
failure to understand the nature of 
the Iranian situation. Khomeini is 
the regime: he is not a dispensable 
representalive. The only other instru- 
ment of power in Iran is the Isiamie 
Republican Party (IRP) which can 
exist as a party only if Khomeini 
continues to occupy the undisputed 
position of authority-. 

It is ray judgment that the disap- 
pearance of Khomeini at this time 
would mean the destruction oT the 
regime as we know it. 

It is necessary to understand that 
the IRP, the political tool through 
which the Ayatollah-has ruled since 
A]>ril, 1979, is not the monolithic, 
unified party it is always portrayed 
as. It is shot through with internal 
contradictions and factions. 

As a group, the IRP leadeis are 
usually clear about what .they are 
against, but often unclear about what 
they are for. For instance, they re- 
ject established international trade 
and diplomatic practices. As a sub- 
stitute they end up isolating Iran, 
destroying the country's inter- 
national credit, and purchasing 
arms and other goods in the Euro- 
pean black market at inflated 
prices. 

Also, two years ago they shut 
down the entire system of higher 
education, promising new Islamic 
universities. The schools are stiff 
closed. 


does not need experts; instead, what 
the administrators of the state and 
the economy need is purity or 
doctine and faith. They also want 
to export the Islamic revolution to 
the rest of the world and set an ex- 
ample of a true Islamic society and 
government, ’ 

These ideas, in action, have 
produced unprecedented inflation, 
two million war refugees, five mil- 
lion unemployed, S200 billion in war 
damage, 20,000 war fatalities, 
failure to establish international cre- 
dit, the collapse of the productive 
sectors of the economy, over 2.000 


Other IRP leaders, such as Parlia- 
ment Speaker Rafsanjani. Chief 1 
Justice Mousavi-Ardebili and Ali- 
Akbar Parvaresh, Minister of 
Education, have a more capitalistic 
interpretation of God's and imam 
Ali's intentions. 

But due to massive economic 
problems, anarchistic seizure of 
property and political insecurity, 
the regime has no choice biit io 
move toward a stale-run economy. 
Furthermore, since the regime 
claims to be anti-capitalist in its 
propaganda, capitalist-oriented of- 
ficials ore pressured to submit to the 


one legitimate culture, derived from 
his version or Islam, and he knows 
exactly what the specific norms and 
modes of behaviour for everyone 
within that culture ought to be. 

In foreign policy the IRP has 
been divided since its founding. The 
dominant faction was headed by the 
late Mohammad Beheshli, the first 
leader of the Party. He was 
vehemently anti-Soviet, but in his 
public statements he tried to show 
equal dislike for both superpowers, 
'echoing Khomeini's anti-Western 
exhortations as a tactic, many 
believe, for political survival. 


The death or retirement of the Ayatollah Khomeini would 
destroy the Islamic republic as it now exists, as only he can 
hold the chaotic r uling regime together. So writes 
MANSOUR FARHANG, Iran’s former UN ambassador, 
in his first published analysis of the situation in his country. 


THE IRP leaders are phtldsophicul- 
ly-antr-communf'st, culturally reac- 
tionary. politically anti-Western, 
particularly anti-American, and 
economically archaic, pretentious 
and ignorant. They consider the in- 
tellectuals as well as the profes- 
sional bureaucratic elements as the 
most decadent segment of the mid- 1 
die class. 

They claim the Islamic republic

Within this overall performance 
are set the diverse views of the IRP 
leaders.

They have, of course, memorized 
all the relevant Koranic verses and 
the supporting statements by imam 
Ali to prove that a stale-run 
national economy is exactly what 
God had in mind when he revealed 
the holy book to the Prophel 
Mohammad.

The differences among IRP 
leaders on the nature of the Islamic 
Republic's economy is only a reflec- 
tion of Khomeini's own confused 
and disinterested attitudes toward 
economic issues. 


ON CULTURAL matters such as 
public education, the nature of 
children's socialisation, entertain- 
ment. art and sexual equality, all 
IRP leaders are equally reactionary. 
However, it is only in the cultural 
dimension of the revolution that 
Khomeini is deeply interested and 
has a coherent, however frighten- 
ing. view of what he wants — a 
return to an imagined past. 

He 1 despises secular education 
because it produces cultural 
pluralism. He believes there is only 


The second faction was 
represented by Mousavi-Khoeinihu 
and Jalaleddin Farsi. Both men are 
advocates of the Libyan line: that is. 
a functional alliance with the Soviet 
Union against the United Suites, 
particularly in the Third World: re- 
equipping the Iranian armed forces 
with Russian weapons; close 
military and diplomatic co- 
operation with the rejectionisl Arab 
states, particularly Libya; and the 
priority of exporting the revolution 
over economic development. 

The elements of this faction 
within the IRP rarely mention the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and 
never condemn it, unlike the 
Beheshti faction. They also have 
grossly abused and exploited the 
legitimate pre-and post- 
revolutionary anti-Americanism of 
Iranian people. 


UNTIL the seizure of the American 
Embassy in Teheran. Khomeini's 
own position on the superpowers 
seemed balanced. Both the Soviet 
Union and the United States suf- 
fered great economic loss as a result 
of the revolution. But after the ad- 
mission of the Shah to the United 
States and the subsequent hostage- 
taking, the Tabus rescue attempt 
and the imposition of economic 
sanctions on Iran. Khomeini's anti- 
Americanism was itensified. 

The crucial point was that the 
Soviet Union seized the opportunity 
provided by the U.S. -sponsored 
sanctions and expanded its 
diminished' trade and transit rela- 
tions with Iran. As the populist 
revolution proceeded to be transfer- 
red into religious fascism, the Soviet 
government not only showed no 
concern, but the Soviet press, echo- 
ing the Iranian Tudeh Parly tor the 
other way around) actually 
welcomed the transformation. 

It was Khomeini's self-imposed 
duly to export the revolution to the 
Islamic world, particularly Iraq, 
while at the same time purging tbe 
armed forces and being at odds with 
most nations. Having to fight back in 
complete moral and diplomatic 
isolation caused Iran immense 
material and human loss. It was also 
due to Khomeini's sado-masochistic 
prolongation of the hostage crisis- 
even after the Iraqi invasion of the 
country, that made Iran the most 
foolish customer in the arms black 
market of Europe. 

Thus it is not competition among 
the IRP leaders or the design erf a 
conspiratorial clique that can ex- 
plain the puzzle of the Iranian 
revolution. It is. rather, due to one 
man’s irrationality in dealing with 
contemporary life that Iran is cur- 
rently plagued with economic 
chaos, cultural crimes, political 
lunacy and increasing dependency 
on a superpower.

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Damascus regime at odds with Communists

A POTENTIALLY serious split in 
Syria’s ruling coalition has left a 
question mark over the future par- 
ticipation of pro-Moscow Com- 
munists in the government. 

All Communists were defeated in 
this months parliamentary elec- 
tions after they were left off the 
election list of the governing al- 
liance ofleft-wing patties known as 

Tne Syrian Communist, Party 
(SCP) of veteran pro-Soviet politi- 
cian Khaled Bakdash has been for- 
mally linked to the government 
since agreeing to join the Front 
when it was formed in March, 1972. 

; The Front is dominated by Presi- 
dent Hafez al-Assad's Ba'alh 
Socialist Party, which has ruled 
Syria since 1963. Along with the 
$CP, the Front includes three small 
Nasserite groups, the Socialist 
Unionists, the Arab Socialists and 
the Socialist Union Movement. 

Differences within the Front 
emerged in the run-up to the elec- 
tions for the 195-seat National As- 
sembly, as the authorities were still 
moving to stamp out anti- 
government violence. 

TWO WEEKS before the assembly- 
elections, held on November 9-10. 
the SCP severely criticized the 
government in its newspaper, Nidai 
as-Shaab . 

In a two-page statement, the 
party said it supported the govern- 
ment's foreign policy which has led 
Syria into a 20-year Treaty of 
Friendship and Cooperation with 
the Kremlin. 

But it criticized the state of 
democracy in the country and cal- 
led for freedom or expression and 
the trial of all prisoners held without 
charges in Syrian jails. 

It spoke of alleged corruption 
among officials and referred oblU 
quely to harsh security measures 
against anti-government elements in 
the cities of Aleppo, Hama and 
Homs. , 

The public criticism angered As- 
sad, tuid after a stormy meeting of 
the Front, the SCP was left out of 
the alliance’s election list, ac- 
cording to informed Syrian and 
diplomatic sources. 

In response, the Communists, 
who had originally put forward 31 
candidates to fight the elections, J 
decided to concentrate their efforts 
on eight seats. All were defeated, in- 
cluding the wife of Bakdash, Wis- 


saal Farha. who stood in Damascus. 

The Communists held six seals in 
the previous assembly. 

THE ASSEMBLY was set up in 
1971, the year after Assad took 
power. It has limited legislative 
power and helps select tile can- 
didate for the presidency, but its 
role in formulating policy has been 
slight. 

Following their defeat, a question 
appsawdarthangritwen future.. Gemr. 
munist participation in the govern- 
ment. 

The Communists themselves are 
divided into two main factions, 
those under Bakdash, who are 
closely linked with Moscow and in- 
cluded in the Front, and a 
breakaway group led by Riad al- 
Turk, who have criticized Bakdash 
for being too close to the Kremlin 
and have stayed out of the Front. 

At present there are two Com- 
munist ministers in the Ba’ath- 
dominated governing coalition. 
Communications Minister Ra'fat al- 
Kurdi and Minister of State Omar 
al-Seba’i. 

But Arab and Western diplomats 


in Damascus expect there will be a 
government reshuffle sometime this 
winter. 

Arab diplomats are also curious 
as to whether the SCP criticism ol 
the government was inspired b> 
Moscow, which they believe mav 
want to distance the Communists 
from what they regard as unpopular 
aspects of official policy. 

They say the SCP-Ba’alhisl dif- 
ferences, couhj reflect the_ start of 
what, is almost a traditional pattern 
in relations between the governing 
party and local Communist groups 
after the signing of a treaty with the 
Soviet Union. 

Both Iraq, which concluded a 15- 
year-friendship with Moscow in 
1972, and Egypt under the late 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, cracked down 
hard on local Communists. 


THE SOVIET Union has close lies 
with Syria. It is the main weapons 
supplier to its 200,000-sLrong armed 
forces and' gives Syria, which 
regards itself as a front-line state in 
the confrontation with Israel, im- 
portant political and military aid.

Sebastian Coe 


LONDON (UPI). — British middle 
distance runner Sebastian Coe, who 
has reduced world record breaking 
to the commonplace, has been 
voted the Sportsman of the Year by 
UPI. American tennis star Chris 
Evert Lloyd was picked as 
sportswoman of the year in the an- 
nual poll of European sports editors 
conducted by the news agency. 

Coe. the 25-year-old Olympic 
1,500 metres' champion and 800 
metres silver medalist, lowered his 
one mile record to J minutes 47.33 
seconds, improved his 800 mark to* 
1.41.72 and shaved his 1,000 metres 
record by more than one second 
with a time of 2:12.18. 

Coe, also UPI's Sportsman of the 
year in 1979, polled 249 votes to the 
210 of second-placed American ten- 
nis ace John McEnroe. Coe and 
McEnroe received over twice as 


many votes as any of the other 
candidates, Steve Ovett, Coe's arch- 
rival placing third. 

The race for the women's award 
was more evenly contested with 
Lloyd, 26, just ahead of two world 
record-breaking swimmers, East 
German Uwe Geweniger and 
American Mary Meagher. 

Coe picked up more plaudits when 
he was voted Britain's Sportsman of 
the Year for the third successive 
time by the British Sports Writers 
Association. 

Figure skater Jane Torvill was 
najned Sportswoman of the Year. 

Coe received 234 votes with Ian 
Botham, hero of England's cricket 
Test Series triumph over Australia, 
in second place with 184 voles. Bob 
Champion, winning jockey in the 
Grand National placed third in the 
poll.

Shlomo Giickstein’s marvellous 
run in the valuable South African 
Sigma Open in Johannesburg came 
to an unexpected end yesterday 
when he lost in the semi-finals to 
American Jeff Borowiak. The score 
was 6-3 6-7(l-7) 7-5. Borowiak. like 
Glickstein, was unseeded and is cur- 
rently ranked 86Lh in the world, 
some 50 places below the Israeli 
champion. 

The top seed Vitas Gerulaitis con- 
tinued his charge lo the title beating 
fellow American Steve Demon to 
take his anticipated place in the 
final, his winning score being a 
rather more comfortable 7-6. 6-3. 

Glickstein’s defeat was all the 
more disappointing in that he had 
been in fine form winning his 
quarter-final match against Tom 
Gullikson of the U.S. 7-6. 6-4. 

In the women’s . event, Kaihy 
Horvath of the U.S. beat Britain's 
Virginia Wade in the semi-finals, 
with Kathy Rinaldi due to play local 
girl Sue Rollinson in the other semis 
last night. 

Borowiak, who last won a major 
tournament in 1977, huffed and puf- 
fed his way to a tiring win over the 
fanded Glickstein. 

Both appeared to tire in the two- 
hour marathon that included 
lengthy volleys as neither ventured 
much off the baseline. Bui in the 
end it was Borowiak who had the 
most stamina and the American 
caught Glickstein flat fooled on two 
successive services to take the third 
set and the match. 


Glickstein has never advanced so 
far before in such a major Grand 
Prix tournament during his four 
years on the pro curcuit. The 5300.- 
000 in prize money at stake gives the- 
Johannesburg event a 14-siar ATP 
(Association of Tennis Profes- 
sionals) ranking category, making it 
among the richest of the 97 meets 
on the 1981 Grand Prix schedule. 

The Israeli champion earned 
SI 5,600 for reaching the semi-finals, 
his second biggest cash prize to 
date. 

He has also won a massive 70 
ATP points — to add to the 380 col- 
lected during the past 212 months 
from some 25 tournaments. 

Glickstein's 7-5, 7-6 second- 
round victory on .Thursday nighi 
over American Jewish ace Harold 
Solomon — a two-time winner of 
the South African championships — 
was all the more commendable, us 
he was trailing 2-5 in the fiisl set and 
3-5 in the second. Afterwards, he 
described the contest against the 
No.4 seed as “one of the toughest 
matches of my life." 

This was Glickstein's second vic- 
tory over Solomon this year, follow- 
ing his success in Stuttgart last 
March, when the American was 
ranked ninth in the world. Solomon, 
who defeated the Israeli twice in 
1980, has now' slumped to 22nd in 
the ATP standings following a lean 
spell, having been a world top- 
tenner for the post seven, years. .

FOREIGN MINISTER Yitzhak Shamir's hasty trip to Washington at 
Secretory of Stale Haig's request — before today’s cabinet meeting 

— reflected the urgent desire of both governments to avoid an 
.awkward collision over the question of European participation in the 

Sinai peace-keeping force. 

President Reagan had personally helped solicit the reluctant Euro- 
peans to join the force. Israel too had been interested in a broadly- 
bused force to lend more ballast to the Camp David process. Now. 
because of European distortion of the purpose of the Sinai force. 
Israel was on the brink of rejecting a European role. 

Mr. Shamir returned last night bearing a U.S. compromise for- 
mula. Presumably Mr. Haig wants Israel to avoid taking any final 
decision.' until his own visit to Jerusalem in about a fortnight. And 
since the issue has now become Israel's relations with the U.S., and 
not simply Israel's altitude to the European Community's position on 
the Sinai furce. the Cabinet may well accede to the American re- 
quest. 

Yet even jf a collision is avoided on- this question, it has become in- 
creasingly clear that the Reagan Administration's course in the Mid- 
dle East diverges sharply from Israeli perceptions. 

Unfortunately no attempt was made lo understand and confront 
these dilTerenees at the meetings in September between President 
Reagan and Prime Minister Begin. Both sought to avoid them by 
dwelling on the Soviet threat. But now. two. months later, even on 
this issue, the U.S. is not prepared to granl Israel a significant 
strategic rule. And here too Israel has the choice of accepting what it 
does not want, or further irritating the U.S. Administration. 

Two explanations have generally been offered Tor the differences 
that have emerged between Jerusalem and Washington. According 
to one view they stem from the Reagan Administration’s own in- 
ability to produce a coherent Middle East policy. There are, it is said, 
too many strings, pulling in too many directions. 

The second view holds that the Reagan Administration, attuned 
strongly lo the American business interest, has locked itself primarily 

— in action and concept — upon Saudi Arabia. For this administra- 
tion. Riyadh holds the keys not only to American economic welfare, 
but also to containing Soviet influence in the Middle East and 
defusing, if not resolving, the Arab-Israel conflict. 

The Arab slates themselves apparently do not share this deference 
for Saudi Arabia. The abortive Fez summit meeting last week, 
showed the limits of Riyadh's influence. And with Syria and Saudi 
Arabia at loggerheads there is cause to wonder whether the 
American envoy, Philip Habib, will now adjust his belief that Riyadh 
also holds the key to resolving the tangled web or tensions over 
Lebanon. 

Presumably any conceivable Israeli Government would find it dif- 
ficult to treat with the Reagan administration and its bent. But Mr. 
Begin's desire lo ignore the differences, when that is convenient, and 
then dramatize them the next moment, when that is his fell need, is 
not an appropriate response. 

The truth is that neither Israel nor the U.S. can afford an Israel 
made increasingly ttervoiis about American intentions. The answer (o 
that cunnol be impatience in Washington nor jumpy appeals in 
Jerusalem for the opposition, otherwise denounced, lo underwrite 
government action. 

Rather what is needed is strenuous and mutual diplomatic effort at 
the very top levels of government aimed lo forge coordination of 
views between Israel and the U.S. on genuinely substantive issues. 

From the start, Mr. Begin has tried to avoid that. He avoided it 
■with Mr. Carter: he has avoided it with Mr. Reagan. Perhaps he has 
good reasons. But then he must also know the price.

THE DYING Manchu 
language, in which fewer 
than 1 10 people in China 
are fully literate, is being learned by 
SO scholars in an attempt to save it 
from extinction, the New China 
News Agency reports. The agency 
says the scholars were taking a two- 
month course in Shuangcheng 
province, near ihe northeastern 
city of Harbin, one of the few- places 
where the language is still spoken. 

Manchu was brought in by 
central Asian horsemen who in- 
vaded China in the mid- 1 7th cen- 
tury and ruled the country until |he 
Qing dynasly was overthrown in 
1911. 

China has about 2.6 million 
ethnic Manchus. an overwhelming 
majority of whom have been almost 
totally assimilated. Little knowledge 
remains of the Manchu language or 
culture. 

While learning elementary 
spoken Manchu, the scholars will 
be concentrating on the literary 
language which uses a script 
resembling Arabic but is written 
downwards.

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WASHINGTON — Former Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter came to regard 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and his cabinet as a pain because of 
Israel’s refusal to accept Carter's 
comprehensive vision of a solution 
to the Palestinian problem. Carter's 
desire to bring peace to the Middle 
East was based largely on his 
deeply-rooted humanitarian or 
moral concerns. 

President Ronald Reagan also 
has come to disdain the Israeli 
leadership, but for another reason. 
Begin and his cabinet as the new 
U.S. leadership sees it, are standing 
in the way of an emerging anti- 
Soviet strategic alliance in the Mid- 
dle East. If only Israel would be 
more flexible in resolving the 
Palestinian question, it feels, the 
moderate Arabs would rally around 
Washington to thwart further Soviet 
penetration of the region. 

Thus, while Carter and Reagan 
may approach the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict from different perspectives, 
they have reached many of the same 
conclusions on the necessary steps 
to meet their respective objectives. 
Carter did not have Reagan's strong 
anti-Soviet drive. Reagan is not 
burdened by Carter's often exces- 
sive moralism. But both, in the end. 
want Israel to be more forthcoming 
in meeting Palestinian aspirations. 

Carter's views are no longer all 
that important since he currently 
spends most of his time writing his 
memoirs in Plains, Georgia. 
Reagan, on the other hand, has a 
singularly important ability to affect 
Israel's future security. His views, 
therefore, have - lo be taken into 
serious consideration in Jerusalem. 

That's why Israeli officials here in 
Washington and their supporters in 
the American Jewish community- 
are so concerned that (he Presi- 
dent's attitude toward Israel, since 
taking office last January, appears 
to have changed. Israel is no longer 
the twinkle in his eye. 

According to White House aides. 
Reagan is still quite sympathetic 
towards Israel, but the president has 
a difficult time understanding why 
the Israel government seems lo 
.make such a major issue out of 
every little thing — in his view — 
that arises. Almost every week, a 
new crisis in U.S.-Israel relations 
develops. 

“He’s getting sick and tired of 
Israel's conplaim’ng about this and 
about that,” said one of his advisers. 



Reagan administration officials are tabbing Israel as a major pain 
in the neck standing in the . way of America’s Saudi-oriented 
Middle East policy, writes the Post’s Wolf Biitzer in summing up 
Foreign Minister Shamir’s whirlwind visit to Washington: ■ 


The rift involving Israel’s reluc- 
tance to go along with West Euro- 
pean participation in the U.S.- 
spon sored Sinai peacekeeping force 
is but the latest source of tension 
between Washington and 
Jerusalem. Reagan and his ad- 
ministration, of course, want Israel 
to accept the offer by Britain. 
France, Italy and the Netherlands 
to join the 2,500-man unit. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, hurriedly 
invited to Washington, speni much 
of a seven hour discussion with 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
at the State Department on Friday 
trying to resolve this one sensitive 
issue. 

But even if they did achieve some 
significant progress in doing so — as 
now looks likely — there have been 
so many other disputes between the 
two countries these past few months 
that the President and his advisers 
already have come to regard Israel 
as America's constant pain in (he 
neck. 

One well-connected Israeli here 
seemed to sum up the administra- 
tion's attitude toward Israel best by- 
using the word “nudnik." 

Israel's star began to wane, as far 
as Reagan and his administration 
were concerned, with the surprise 
bombing of the Iraqi nuclear reac- 
tor in Baghdad. The subsequent 
bombing of PLO targets in Beirut. 
Israeli opposition to ihe AWACS 
sale to Saudi Arabia, the 
humiliating reconnaisance flights 
over Saudi Arabia, and the 
categorical refusal to acknowledge 
at leasL some ray of light in Prince 
Fahd's eight point peace plan, each 
contributed to a further decline. 

Like Israel, the Reagan ad- 
ministration was not pleased by the 
European statements supporting 
Palestinian self-determination and 
calling for PLO participation in the 
peace process. Largely at Israel's 
request, the Americans had worked 


DANGEROUS ROAD 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — I was shocked to read your 
item of October 30 alleging that 
Israel's Deputy Education Minister 
had “declared war against ‘im- 
ported’ religious cults,” deeming 
them “a grave danger" to the 
youngsters joining them. 

May I comment, firstly, that to 
group together a variety of religious 
philosophical movements under the 
single and highly emotive word 
‘cults” is highly misleading. While 
it may be that some so-called cults 
are bogus, potentially harmful or 
run mainly for commercial gain, i 
know- from direct experience 
(although I emphasize that I am not 
a member of any “cull''), that 
others are firmly rooted in 
traditional philosophical and ethical 
principles (albeit non-Jewish ones): 
and, far from being harmful, have 
proved of value in developing and 
strengthening the personalities of 
those who adopt their principles 
and practise their exercises. 

I note that, according to Glazer- 
Ta’asa, “the problem" has arisen 
beause of “worried parents.” With 
respect, I would suggest that it is the 
worried parents who may be the 
problem. There are many parents 
who, unable to see the reasons for 
their own ugly, unfulfilled lives, 
their anger and agression, and the 
dishonesty of their public and per- 
sonal lives, nevertheless become ex- 
ceedingly “worried*’ if their 
children choose bravely to reject 
the values and life-style of their 
parents and seek something belter. 

Incidentally, do parents really 
have the right to ask a government 


lo lake action in respect of the life- 
style or values of people between 
the ages of 16 and 25? Surely, yotlnfc 
adults, particularly those over 18, 
have a legal and moral right to 
choose for themselves, provided 
they do not break the law? 

What I find most shocking is the 
allegation that following a "guru" is 
bad for one's mental health and the 
suggestion that someone w.ho does 
so should be handled by a psy- 
chologist (sic). I do not believe that 
Glazer-Ta’asa has adequate 
evidence for such a blanket allega- 
tion, which I note is made in ad- 
vance of the proposed investigation. 
Indeed, the terminology used makes 
it clear that the issue has been 
judged without adequate data and 
with a paucity of understanding of 
the psycho logi cal or philosophical 
issues involved. 

Quite apart from the problem of 
defining cults or gurus, who would 
be responsible for drawing up a list 
of proscribed cults and gurus — the 
Ministry of Education, the Chief 
Rabbi, or the thought police? There 
is a very serious principle involved 
here: is Israel to follow Russia's ex- 
ample and argue that anyone who 
departs from authorized views or 
behaviour is by definition mentally 
sick and in need of compulsory psy- 
chiatric treatment? 

Having suffered persecution for 
our beliefs in the past (and still in 
Russia today), how can we Jews, 
now that we ourselves wield stale 
power, follow such an example?

European 
participation- would add con- 
siderable legitimacy to it. Canada, 
New Zealand, Australia and other - 
Western countries might also be 
willing to join what otherwise would 
have been a basically U.S. opera- 
tion.- (Only Fiji, Uruguay and 
Colombia had earlier agreed (o 
join.) 

The Europeans had never been 
too eager to participate. They were 
loth to upset their oil suppliers in 
the Arab world. The Soviet Union, 
which had threatened to use its 
Security Council veto to block a 
UN presence in Sinai, was issuing 
strong statements against European 
participation. ■ . 

But following Egyptian President 
Sadat’s assassination, Reagan and 
other U.S. officials began to put the 
squeeze on the Europeans. 

Reagan raised the- matter per- 
sonally with British Prime Minister 
Thatcher at the North-South 
economic summit in Cancun, Mex- 
ico. His own personal prestige, 
therefore, was at stake. And that 
presidential request was backed up 
by extensive diplomatic messages 
between Washington and the Euro- 
pean capitals. 

From the start, though, the Euro- 
peans, led by British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington, spoke 
of trying to use their participation as 
a wedge to promote their own Mid- 
dle East peace initiative, as codified 
in last year's Venice Declaration 
supporting PLO “association” in 
the negotiations as well as Palesti- 
nian self-determination. 

Understandably, Israel was upset. 
Haig, in an unusual diplomatic slap 
at America's closest ally, urged Car- 
rington to “cool it.” Privately. Haig 
spread the word that CarringLon 
might actually be trying to come up 
with some sort of formula designed . 
to invite an Israeli rejection of a 


European role in Sinai. There were 
frantic -exchanges across the Atlan- 
tic, culminating in lost week's Euro- 
pean action;. 

U.S. officials, in publicly welcom- 
ing the decision, informed Israel 
that it was the best which could be 
hoped for -under the circumstances. 
They urged Israel to accept. “Ac- 
tions speak louder than words,” 
they said. 

Indeed, during Haig's- full-day 
meeting with Shamir on Friday, the 
Secretary repeatedly - pointed out 
that only the Soviets and the Arab 
rejectionists will gain if the Israel 
cabinet turns down the European* 
offer. The Sinai force — on integral ; 
part of the Camp David accordsand 
the Israel-Egyptian peace treaty — . 
would be dangerously weak without, 
the Europeans, he -argued. By ; 
bringing the Europeans • into, the . 
process, the Camp: David accords 
would automatically- be 
strengthened. 

That’s why Haig was -wining to 
spend the entire diay going over at 
least three different draft state- 
ments which could be. issued jointly 
by Washington and Jerusalem; and 
later accepted by the Europeans — 
as a condition Tor Israel's accepting 
their units in the Sinai force. * ~ 

Flying through Europe on the 
Sabbath, Shamir- has brought the: 
agreed draft back to Jerusalem: in 
time for today’s cabinet session. 

There is still no certainty it will be 
accepted by the Europeans even if. 
approved by Israel. But Israel of- 
ficials here believe that Haig, at 
minimum, hai averted a formal and 
final Israeli' turndown of the Euro- 
pean offer at the cabinet* meeting. . 
This, in itself, is seen as a victory for 
Washington since Haig had. earlier • 
concluded that on Israeli rejection 
was a certainty.

Thus, the British 
system has encouraged quantity, 
not quality — and the result has 
been more extractions and false 
teeth than in most Western nations. 


Here, in IsrafeL, I work in a way 
that I could never have dpnp wiftuft 
the National Health Service. 1 work 
slowly and thoroughly, using the 
best materials and techniques. My 
fees are above the maximum .of the 
recommended scale. However, ! 
consider that niy fees are fair andf 
the quality of my work may well 
prove to be cheap in the long run. J 
know that many dentists working 
faster than I for lower-fees earn far 
more than I do. 

1 consider it most important that 
the patient and dentist understand 
each other from the outset. The 
patient should know the cost of his 
treatment beforehand and, if he 
feels it is excessive, he can exercise 
his right to be treated elsewhere.
